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1. OLYMPIC GAMES: POSTMORTEMS OF CONTROVERSY-FILLED 
OLYMPIC GAMES CONTINUED TO APPEAR IN PORTUGUESE PRESS. 
ATTENTION WAS FOCUSED ON COMMUNIST-BLOC DEFECTIONS, IN 
PARTICULAR NEMTSANOV'S AND SOVIET REACTION, SOVIET CANCELLATION 
OF DARTMOUTH SWIM MEET, THE CANADIAN TRANSLATOR'S ATTEMPTS 

TO FACILITATE DEFECTIONS, THE FREE UKRANIA DEMONSTRATIONS, 

LORD KILLANIN'S WARNINGS ABOUT RISING COSTS OF OLYMPICS, 

AND THE IOC VICE-PRESIDENT'S COMMENTS ABOUT DANGERS OF POLITI- 
CIZATION. PRESS SAW OLYMPIC FUTURE DARKLY. AUGUST 3 ISSUE 
OF "DIARIO DE NOTICIAS", WHICH PRINTED LARGE EXCERPTS FROM 
HIGHLY CRITICAL "NEW YORK TIMES" EDITORIAL, WROTE ABOUT GAMES: 
"THE POLITICAL POLEMICS WHICH ALMOST KILLED THEM COULD STILL 
STRIKE A COUP DE GRACE TO THE OLYMPIC MOVEMENT." 

2. INTERNATIONAL EUCHARISTIC CONGRESS: COMMENTS IN PHILADELPHIA 
BY BRAZILIAN BISHOP D. HELDER DA CAMARA AND 

JESUIT SUPERIOR GENERAL PEDRO ARRUPE - WHICH REPORTEDLY 
STRESSED NEED FOR A NEW INTERNATIONAL ORDER - GAINED PRESS 
ATTENTION. REMARKS BY LATTER INSPIRED ONE HEADLINE: 

"UNITED STATES CHALLENGED TO LEAD WORLD WAR ON HUNGER." 
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3. LAW OF THE SEA: OPENING OF LAW OF THE SEA CONFERENCE’S 
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FIFTH SESSION WAS WIDELY REPORTED. AUGUST 2 "DIARIO POPULAR" 

NOTED A "NEW YORK TIMES" EDITORIAL WHICH SAID THAT THE CONFERENCE'S 
SUCCESS "COULD DEPEND ON THE ATTITUDE OF THE AMERICAN DELEGATION". 

4. SAUDI-UNITED STATES WEAPONS TRADE: PORTUGUESE PRESS 
NOTED SAUDI ARABIAN ADDITION OF TOW, HAWK, AND SIDEWINDER 
MISSILES TO GROWING ARSENAL OF MAINLY U.S. SUPPLIED WEAPONS 
THAT HAVE COST SAUDI GOVERNMENT $6 BILLION THIS YEAR IN 
PURCHASES ALONE. DESPITE U.S. STATEMENTS THAT SALES WERE 
JUSTIFIED BY MILITARY THREAT POSED BY SOUTH YEMEN AND IRAQ, 

PRESS COMMENTARY CENTERED OM IRONY THAT, IN THE OPINIONS OF 
"POLITICAL EXPERTS", THE SAUDI MILITARY REALLY LOOKED AT 
IRAN-ANOTHER BIG U.S. WEAPONS CUSTOMER-AS PRINCIPAL THREAT. 

5. CSCE ANNIVERSARY: PORTUGUESE PRESS CONSENSUS UPON ANNIVERSARY 
OF HELSINKI ACCORD SEEMED TO BE: NOT MANY RESULTS, BUT WELL 
WORTH THE EFFORT. "O DIA" INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS COLUMNIST 
MANUEL RODRIGUES ALSO NOTED "NO PROGRESS TO REPORT" IN CIVIL 
RIGHTS AREA, BUT ADDED, "UNLESS ONE COUNTS THE FACT THAT 

SOVIET DISSIDENTS, LIKE SOLZHENITSYN AND AMALRIK, ARE ALLOWED 
TO EMIGRATE INSTEAD OF BEING SENT, AS BEFORE, TO END THEIR 
DAYS IN A SIBERIAN CONCENTRATION CAMP." 
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
